SIR HUGO CUNLIFFE-OWEN’S STATEMENT 

The thirty-ninth annual general meeting of the British-American 
Tobacgo Co. Ltd., was held on 2 February at the London offices of 
the company, 7 Millbank, London, S.W.1. 

Sir Hugo Cunliffe-Owen, Bt., the Chairman of the Company, 
presiding, said: Taking the assets side of the balance-sheet first, 
you will have observed that investments in shares and bonds in 
subsidiary companies at cost or under, amount to £24,011,458, 
showing a reduction of £3,246,333. This reduction is almost entirely 
accounted for by the redemption of bonds and shares in a subsidiary 
company in the United States of America. 

Loans and current accounts with subsidiary companies (less provi- 
sion for doubtful accounts) have increased during the year by 
£858,059. This represents additional advances to subsidiary com- 
panies for the purpose of carrying on their business. 
shares and bonds in associated companies, at cost or under, and loans 
and current accounts with associated companies (less provision for 
doubtful accounts) together show an increase of £156,192 over the 
corresponding figure for last year. 
smal! number of shares in an associated company, the balance repre- 
sents increased advances to associated companies in the normal course 
of business. 

You will notice that, during the year, we have invested £3,053,125 
in Government securities. 
ment securities by subsidiary and associated companies in this coun- 
try, to which | referred in my speech last year. 
under review the value of stocks of leaf, manufactured goods and 
materials, at cost or under, has decreased by £301,112. 
to larger shipments of leaf tobacco from our stocks to associated 
companies in various parts of the world. 
England and abroad), in transit and at call has increased during the 
year by £2,261,869. Since the end of the year under review, however, 
your company has purchased Tax Reserve Certificates to the value 
of £2,500,000, with a view to assisting the finances of His Majesty's 
Government. 

This brings me to the last item, namely, profit and loss account. 
This account shows a net profit for the year, after deducting all 
charges and expenses and providing for taxation, of £4,087,565, a 
decrease of £777,877. 
£2,300,265. To this must be added the profits for the year as 
previously mentioned, £4,057,565, less the dividend on the 5 per Cent. 
Preference stock of £225,000 ; on the 6 per Cent. Preference stock of 
£360,000 ; and the four interim dividends paid for the year on the 
Ordinary stock, amounting to £3,167,701, leaving a disposable 
balance of £2,635,129, out of which the directors recommend the 
distribution on 12 February next of a final dividend (free of United 
Kingdom income tax) on the issued Ordinary stock of 3d. per £1 of 
stock, amounting to £296,972, leaving £2,338,157 to be carried 
forward. 

INCREASED TAXATION 

Apart from the loss of income from the United States, we have 
again had to suffer the effects of substantial increases in taxation in 
this country, and, indirectly, the effects of increased taxation on our 
subsidiary and associated companies operating in various countries 
abroad. Not only have income taxes been increased, but excess 
profits taxes have also been enacted in various countries, which 
largely preclude our obtaining the benefit of increased earnings of 
our subsidiary and associated companies. 

Even in the Dominions, taxation has reached such a figure that it 
far exceeds the rate up to which we can obtain Dominion relief from 
taxation in the United Kingdom. 
I think you will agree that the results for the past year cannot be 
considered unsatisfactory. 

In spite of the difficult conditions that have prevailed in China for 
some long time past, the business of your associated companies in 
China was weil maintained up to the time of the declaration of war 
by Japan on this country. 
by the Japanese Forces means that we no longer have any contact 
with, and for the time being can receive no dividends from, your 
associated companies in this area. 

In view of all the foregoing, and taking into account the further 
temporary loss in income from your company’s investmente in the 
United States of America, to which I have previously referred, you 
will not be surprised that your directors have decided to declare the 
first interim dividend (free of United Kingdom income tax) for the 
current financial year at the reduced rate of fivepence per £1 of stock. 


DIVIDEND POLICY ’ 

In the past your directors have been in the habit of declaring 
interim dividends quarterly, but, with a view to economy, especially 
necessary at this time, your directors propose, instead, that interim 
dividends declared shall be payable half-yearly in future. 
tion is to declare a second quarterly interim dividend payable on 
31 March of this year; a third interim dividend payable on 30 Sep- 
tember 1942, in respect of the six months’ period from 1 April to 
30 September 1942, and half-yearly thereafter. 

While it is impossible to forecast what contingencies may arise in 
future and subject to any further increase in taxation in this country, 
your directors anticipate that profits will be sufficient to justify the 
declaration of an interim dividend at the rate of 5d. per £1 of stock 
on 31 March 1942, and a proportional one—that is to say, 10d.—on 
30 September 1942. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

Another 
regular feature appeared once again, despite the disturbances 
caused by the-war, in the fact that Christmas purchases of 
fancy goods, toys and the like caused the index for non-food 
merchandise as a whole to rise more than the sub-index num- 
bers for apparel and household goods. Tradition was, how- 
ever, upset in one respect: the index for apparel normally 
rises much more than that for household goods, but in 1941 
the percentage increase was about the same for each. The 
» rise of 24 per cent. ir the index for household goods was 
' much the same as the normal seasonal movement, and it 
seems that the proportion of gift-buying directed to fancy 
linens, smal) furnishing articles, etc., has been larger 
than usual. 

Christmas shopping was not, however, confined to 
“coupon-free”’ articles, as may be seen from the table

Though the December peak in sales has persisted under 
rationing (thanks partly to gift voucher schemes), yet it is 
much less marked than in peace-time. Thus whereas before 
the war the value of December sales was normally some 
50 per cent. higher than the June-November average, in 
1941 the increase was only 24 per cent. Since prices have 
been rising somewhat in the interim, it seems reasonably 
safe to say that rationing has reduced the Christmas peak 
by at least half. The total effect of rationing on December 
sales may be judged by comparing the 14 per cent. increase 
in Value over the pre-rationing months January to May with 
the pre-war normal of about 60 per cent. Allowing for a 
rise in prices, the volume of sales in December was nearly 
40 per cent. less than would normally have been expected. 

Such information as is available suggests that the amount 
spent per coupon was some 10 per cent. lower in December 
than in the two preceding months, as might well be expected 
from the increased buying of less substantial articles for 
Christmas presents. 


COMPARISON WITH TweELvE Montus EARLIER 


December.—The average value of daily sales reported in 
December was 4-6 per cent. less in 1941 than in 1940. So 
far as allocated sales are concerned the district changes 
were small except in Central and West End London where 
the increase of 10-3 per cent. compares with a fall of 23-5 per 
cent. a year earlier. Sales not allocated between the 
districts fell by 12-6 per cent. and were mainly responsible 
for the fall in the total. 

Sales of food and perishables, which accounted for 
approximately 53 per cent. of the total sales reported in 
December, were 1-9 per cent. ower than a year earlier. 
Here again the only area to show an important change in 
allocated sales was Central and West End London, where the 
rise of 8-1 per cent. followed the relatively heavy fall of 
14-9 per cent. recorded in December 1940. Sales not 
allocated to any district fell by 3°8 per cent. 

Other merchandise showed a decrease of 7-4 per cent. for 
the country as a’whole, mainly as a result of the fall of 
18-6 per cent. in unallocated sales. For sales which could 
be allocated, there was a rise of 11-1 per cent. in Central and 
West End London, which followed a fall of 24-7 per cent. 
twelve months earlier, but otherwise movements ranged 
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only from an increase of 2-9 per cent. in the North East to 
a decrease of 6-4 per cent. in the South of England. The 
various categories of merchandise in this division showed 
considerable differences of movement. Household piece- 
goods advanced by as much as 52:5 per cent. and furnishing 
departments by 28-7 per cent. (the latter however had fallen 
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by 20-6 per cent. a year ago). At the other extreme the 
absence of the usual Christmas supplies was largely respon- 
sible for a fall of 25-4 per cent. in sports and travel goods, 
Dress materials, women’s wear and men’s and boys’ wear 
all fell by between 16 and 20 per cent., but rationing had 
less effect on sales of boots and shoes.

been distinctly brisker towards the end of the year than 
for some time previously. 

February-December.—Total daily sales for the eleven 
months were 3-8 per cent. lower than for the corresponding 
period of 1910 and were practically the same in value as in 
1939. The only district increase in allocated sales compared 
with 1940 was in Centra: and West End London (1-1 per 
cent.) and much the largest decrease was in Suburban 
London (5°6 per cent.). The decrease for other merchandise 
amounted to 6-9 per cent. against 1-6 per cent. for food and 
perishables, despite the much greater rise in prices for the 
former division. If the fall in unallocated food sales is 
allowed for, the only significant district changes are a marked 
rise in Centra] and West End London) where the sample 
has peculiar features) and a decline in the Suburban area. 
Sales of other merchandise declined in every district, the 
fall exceeding 6 per cent. in Suburban London, the Midlands 
and the South of England, while it amounted to a little more 
than 4 per cent. in Scotland, the North-East and the North- 
West and to rather less than 3 per cent. in Central and 
West End London. The main category showing the greatest 
change from 1940 was men’s and boys’ wear, which 
decreased by 15-7 per cent., but the sub-category household 
piece-goods, which is much affected by the purchase tax, 
exceeded this figure with a rise of 17-9 per cent. Sports 
and travel goods, of which such a large part of the trade is 
done at Christmas, fell by 11-8 per cent. and women’s wear 
by 11-7 per cent. Other changes in main categories did 
not exceed 10 per cent. 


STOCKS 


The total value of stocks at cost was 8°5 per cent. higher 
at the end of December than twelve months earlier. This 
is a smaller increase than any recorded since August and is 
much below those for October and November. The rise 
from December 1938 was roughly 31 per cent. (38 per cent. 
in November, 41 per cent. in October and 43 per cent. in 
September). Evidently Christmas shopping cleared many 


jaccumulated stocks which restrictions on supplies made it 


difficult to replace as rapidly and as fully as in normal times. 
he twelve months’ increase was shared by all districts 
except Suburban London and was considerably larger in 
he North-East (15-0 per cent.) and the North-West (13-8 
per cent.) than elsewhere. Stocks of food and perishables 
vere lower by only 1-7 per cent., against 7-2 per cent. at the 
end of November ; the distribution of tinned goods accounts 
for both these decreases being on a much smaller scale than 
he reductions recorded for the months June-October. 
Stocks of other merchandise rose by 10 per cent., an increase 
onsiderably less than any since June, but the contrast 
with November (26-9 per cent.) is partly explained by the 
events of a year ago. In the majority of the tabulated 
ategories stocks were stil] well in excess of the 1940 figure, 
he rise in women’s wear being 25-6 per cent. and that in 
en’s and boys’ wear 20:1 per cent. Sports and travel 
poods, however, showed a steep fall of 21-5 per cent. and 
stocks in furnishing departments were down by 9-2 per 
ent. It must of course be remembered that all these 
omparisons are by value, and there has been a considerable 
ise in prices. 
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In default of an index number of stocks for which the 
present sample has so far failed to provide a satisfactory 
basis, the month to month movement of stocks can only 
be gauged by comparing the schedules of the retailers who 
reported stocks in beth of two adjacent months. On this 
basis of comparison apparel stocks changed little between 
August and November, but fell by about 12 per cent. 
between November and December. The movements of the 
four categories concerned were all downward in December, 
dress materials declining by approximately 4 per cent., 
women’s wear by 12} per cent., men’s and boys’ wear by 
74 per cent. and boots and shoes by as much as 16 per cent. 


BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC 
AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 


The average daily receipts of the Post Office in the 
United Kingdom from postal traffic per working day in 
each month from January 1940 to December 1941 are 
shown below. Telegraph and telephone receipts, savings 
bank and money and postal order business are excluded, 
but the value of postage stamps used for receipt stamps 
and other revenue duties is included. 

The increase of 324 per cent. between November and 
December was rather more than the seasonal movement in 
a normal year, so that the index number based on the 
average receipts in the corresponding period of 1924-34 
(excluding 1926) rose from 143-0 to 149-0, the second highest 
level of the year. 

Taking the year as a whole, comparison with 1940 is 
affected substantially by the increased postal charges 
introduced in May and July 1940. Allowing for these, the 
volume of postal traffic was probably about 25 per cent. less 
than a year earlier in the first four months of the year, 
about equal in May, and nearly 7 per cent. higher on the 
average for the remainder of the year.

RETAIL TRADE COMMITTEE REPORT 


TRADERS’ WAR-TIME PROBLEMS 


A Second Interim Report by the Retail Trade Committee 
hich was set up by the President of the Board of Trade to 
dvise him on retail traders’ problems, has been published by 
H.M. Stationery Oftice under the title of “The Impact of the 
War on the Retail Trades in Goods other than Food,” price 6d. 

The Report contains an account of the structure of the retail 





trades in goods other than food and shows how these have been 
atfected by war-time restrictions. 

The Committee du not, in this Report, make specific recom- 
mendations but confine themselves at this stage to suggesting 
possible methods of dealing with problems which the Report 
describes. 

The Committee propose at once to consult with trade organi- 
sations about methods for dealing with these problems. To 
facilitate discussion, it is hoped that as many retail traders as 
possible will study the Report.

UTILITY CLOTHING PRICE CONTROL 
CONSOLIDATING AND AMENDING ORDER 


The Board of Trade have made an Orier (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 75, price 1s. 3d.) consolidating, amending and enlarging the 
existing provisions relating to the price control of &tility clothing. 
The new Order, which came into force on 2 February, revokes 
all previous Orders, brings together in a single document all 
the provisions about the maximum prices which may be charged 
for utility clothing, together with a complete list of the over- 
riding maxima for the various kinds of garments, and makes 
provision for the prices to be charged by composite businesses 
which it hes been found difficult to fit into the framework of the 
existing Orders. 

Manufacturers. For these the Order provides that the mazi- 
mum prices for utility clotaing must be computed by adding 
to the manufacturer’s costs of production and sale a margin of 
net profit which varies from 4 per cent. to 7} per cent. according 
to the kind of garment made, subject always to a specified over- 
riding maximum not being exceeded. The overriding maximum is 
higher in sales to a retailer or direct to the public than in sales 
to a wholesaler. Provision is also made for a manufacturer 
who has separate wholesale and/or retail branches to treat 
them as separate businesses and take the appropriate wholesale 
or retail margin (but not both) if he can fulfil certain conditions. 

Wholesalers are divided into two groups. The maximum 
prices for those who maintain a regular selling organisation for 
supplying the retail trade and have warchouse or storage pre- 
mises in which they carry stocks substaxtial in relation to the 
turnover of their business is computed by adding a gross margin 
of 20 per cent. to the price paid to the manufacturer. For all 
other wholesalers the gross margin is 5 per cent. There is in 
both cases an overriding maximum which may not be exceeded. 

Retailers’ maximum prices are computed as hitherto by 
adding 33} per cent. to the price paid (including Purchase Tax) 
subject to the retail overriding maximum not be exceeded. 

An alteration has been made in the definition cf the price to 
which the wholesaler and retailer add their percentage margins. 
In future this price will be the price before deducting cash or 
settlement discounts, provided the discounts do not exceed 
5 per cent. 


INDUSTRIAL OVERALLS 


The Board of Trade have issued a licence (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 173, price 1d.) to replace the licence (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1837, 
price Id.) under which certain types of industrial overalls might 
be sold at reduced coupon-values until the end of January. 
Tho new licence is operative until the end of April. It provides 
that unlined overalls of plain or twill weave cotton muteria] in 
plain single colour, and in sizes which are chargeable with 
Purchase Tax may be sold at the coupon values indicated, and 
provided that their price does not exceed that specified, in the 
schedule. 


HAND KNITTING YARN 


The Board of Trade announce that the period during which 
hand knitting yarns measuring less than 100 yards per ounce 
may be sold at 4 coupons per pound has been indefinitely 
extended. Traders should note, however, that this extension 
does not apply to the temporary rating of 8 ounces per coupon 
for yarn containing 16 per cent. or less of wool and for yarn sold 
below certain prices, which ceases on 1 March. 


COTTON CONTROL 
AMERICAN-TYPE COTTON YARN PRICES 


The Control of the Cotton Industry (No. 28) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 183. price 1d.), which came into operation 
on 5 February amends the provisions in regard to the method of 
arriving at the raw cotton basis for American-type yarn prices, 
but present prices remain, in effect, unchanged. 

Under the new Order the Minister may determine the cotton 
price to which the prescribed margin must be added, and simul- 
taneously with the Order the Minister has made a direction 
fixing the price for this purpcse at 9-45d. per lb. This figure 
includes the -20d. per Ib. provided for in earlier Orders to allow 
for the extra cost of waste loss arising from higher cotton prices 
than those upon which the original margins were based. That 
is, the figure of 9-45d. per lb. combines in one figure the -20d. 
per lb. for waste loss and 9-25d. per Ib. for raw cotton, both of 
which have been in operation since cotton prices were adjusted 
on 13 October last.

The Ministry of Supply has issued Direction No. 4 (S. R.

Order (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 22 November 
1941, page 316) permitting manufacturers to use existing stocks 
of paper and board in the production of a limited quantity of 
greetings cards provided that all the paper used was acquire 
for the purpose before 12 November 1941. 


ENTERTAINMENT POSTERS AND CIRCULARS 


The exemption of stage plays and musical entertainments 
from the limitation on advertising posters expired at the end o 
January but a further Direction (No. 5, S. R. & O. 1942 No. 168, 
price ld.) has been issued by the Ministry of Supply under the 
Contrcl of Paper (No. 36) Order permitting the exhibition a 
posters and distribution of advertising circulars relating to such 
plays and entertainments to a strictly limited extent, which is 
based on a proportion of the area issued in the year ended 
31 August 1939. 


MAXIMUM PRICES FOR TORCH BATTERIES 


The Board of Trade have made the Electric Torch Dr 
Batteries (Maximum Prices) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 194) 
No. 148, price Id.) under the Goods and Services Price Control 
Act, 1941, fixing maximum prices for torch batteries made in 
Great Britain. These prices have hitherto been controlled by an 
Order, made under the Defence Regulations, which is nov 
revoked by 8. R. & O. 1941 No. 150, price Id. 

The maximum retail prices for batteries made by the larger. 
long established British firms named in the Order are lef 
unchanged except that for the standard flat battery which i 
increased from 74d. to 93d. in order to permit the sale of a better 
quality battery for which no provision was made in the early 
Order. There is, however, no increase in the price charged to the 
public for the standard flat battery of the usual quality. 

The maximum retail prices for batteries made by other mant- 
facturers are unchanged but maximum wholesale buying and 
selling prices for these are now prescribed. The retail selling 
prices are inclusive of purchase tax. Traders are required t 
take certain steps to bring to the notice of their customers tht 
maximum prices prescribed.

IMPORT LICENSING 
TRANSIT AND TRANSHIPMENT GOODS 
Notice To Importers No. 1324 


The Board of Trade announce that from 1 March 1942 the 
control by licence, which came into operation on 15 July 1941, 
over goods imported into the United Kingdom which are entered 
with the Customs as in transit or for transhipment, will be applied 
to such goods whatever the date of despatch to this country. 

In future therefore, the only exceptions to this licence require 
ment will be :— 

(1) live quadruped animals ; 

(2) ships’ surplus stores which are transferred under the 
Customs Transhipment Regulations to other ships for 
use as stores. 

No arrangements should be made for the despatch to this 
country of any goods for exportation after transit through the 
United Kingdom or by way of transhipment until a licence 
permitting this has been obtained. Failure to comply with this 
requirement will render the goods liable to seizure on arrival in the 
United Kingdom. Applications for licences should be made, in 
duplicate, to the Import Licensing Department, Board of Trade, 
1-6 Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1. A special form of 
application must be used, copies of which may be obtained from 
the Import Licensing Department or from the offices of Collectors 
of H.M. Customs and Excise and applications must. be completed 
by a person domiciled in the United Kingdom. The use, on 
arrival of the goods in this country, of the Customs Form of 
Application to Tranship Goods, No. 8. 24, will be discontinued as 
from the 1 March 1942, and goods arriving on or after that date 
will be seized unless a valid licence is delivered to the Customs 
with the transhipment documents. 

If the application is approved a special form of licence will be 
issued to authorise importation of the goods in transit or for 
transhipment. No OTHER FORM OF IMPORT LICENCE WILL BE 
VALID FOR GOODS IMPORTED IN TRANSIT OR FOR TRANSHIPMENT. 

The reference number of any Navicert or other Ministry of 
Economic Warfare document covering the shipment should be 
quoted in applications. For goods originating in an Empire 
country details of the export licence, if required in such country, 
should be given and in particular it should be stated whether the 
licence was granted expressly for shipment to the country for 
which the goods are ultimately intended. For goods destined for 
an Empire country or beliigerent ally details of the import licence, 
if required in such country, should be given. 


EXPORT LICENSING 


VARIOUS GOODS—EXTENSION AND 
SESSION OF CONTROL 


Under the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 5) Order (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 172, price 1d.) which will come into force on 24 February 
1942, control is extended to cover gas meters, certain articles 
made wholly or mainly of non-precious metals, lead accumulator 
plates and grids, preparations of derris and its extracts and a 
number of additional paints and chemicals. 

Licences will, in future, be required to export the following 
classes of goods to all destinations :— 

Articles manufactured wholly or mainly of iron and steel, 
the following :-— 

Gas meters of a type commonly used for registering the 
consumption of coal gas. 

Articles of the following descriptions made wholly or non- 
mainly of precious metals :— 

Articles of a kind commonly used in connection with 
the serving of food or drink including waiters, 
stands, frames and holders. 

Jewel and trinket boxes, dressing table trays, epergnes, 
vases, bowls, candlesticks, candelabra, inkstands, 
pen trays, crumb scoops, dinner gongs, photograph 
frames and calendars. 

Presentation bowls and cups. 

Smokers’ requisites, the following :— 

Cigar and cjgarette cases and boxes; 
stands, cases and boxes; and ashtrays. 

Watch and clock cases. 

Slide fasteners of the type commonly known as zipp 
fasteners, wholly or mainly of metal, and parts 
therefor.

Articles of apparel (whether cut, wrought or seamless 
but not including fabric gloves, stockings and 
socks) complete or incomplete, and shaped 
material for making into apparel. 

Piece-goods (other than lace and lace net) of any 
width or length. 

(c) Instruments for indicating, measuring, recording or testing 
electrical properties or quantities. 

Pyrometers. 

(d) Fittings, wholly or mainly of metal, of a kind used for street 

or interior lighting. 

Tron and steel conduit fittings for electrical wiring. 

Wiring accessories and fittings, wholly or mainly of metal, of 
a kind commonly used for domestic purposes. 

(e) Wireless valves (including such valves exported as parts of 
wireless transmitters, whether or not packed separately) 
and other electric discharge tubes and parts thereof. 


Applications for licences to export the articles made wholly 
or mainly of non-precious metals specified above will not, nor- 
mally, be entertained. 


IMPORTS WITH ENEMY CONTENT 


The Board of Trade announce that they have made the 
Import (Certificates of Origin and Interest) Order 1942 (S. R. & 
O. 1942 No. 162, price 1d.) reducing the percentage of enemy 
content allowed in goods covered by Certificates of Origin and 
Interest from 25 to 5. The new Order will come into operation 
on 1 April 1942, and affects imports of many kinds from Liberia, 
Liechtenstein, Portugal, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland and 
Turkey. ; 


Note.—A “ Certificate of Origin and Interest ”’ is a certificate in a 
form approved by the Board of Trade signed by a British Consular 
Officer stating that of the cost of the goods described therein not 
more than 25 per cent. was derived from materials grown or pro- 
duced or from work done within enemy territory and that no person 
who is an enemy has any interest in the goods described therein. 


FORTHCOMING MINING EXAMINATIONS 


Circumstances permitting, the written parts of the Examina- 
tions for First and Second Class Certificates of Competency as 
Managers and Under Managers of Mines will be held on 27 and 
28 May 1942, at six centres, viz.: Glasgow, Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
Doncaster, Wigan, Cardiff and Stoke-on-Trent. The Oral parts 
of the Examinations, to be attended only by those candidates 
who qualify in the written tests, will be held at the same centres

The London Area Office of the Road Haulage Branch, located 
at Kelvin House, Lower Belgrave Street, London, S.W.1 (Tele- 
phone No.: Sloane 9641), began operations on 2 February. 
Other areas and sub-area offices of the scheme will be at :— 


° Cambridge, Bristol, Cardiff, Swansea, Plymouth, Bir- 
mingham, Nottingham, Liverpool, Manchester, Leeds, 
Hull, Sheffield, Newcastle-upon-Tyne, Glasgow, Edin 
burgh, and Dundee. 


These will open on 16 February. The corresponding offices of 
the Minister of War Transports’ agents, the Haulier’s National 
Traffic Pool, will open on the same dates. 

The call up of vehicles accepted for the chartered fleet will 
commence on 2 March. These vehicles will be called up as 
required over a period after adequate notice to owners. The 
Minister is grateful to those who have already offered vehicles 
which until called should continue their normal work. The 
Minister, however, would point out that the number of vehicles 
offered has by no means reached the total ultimately required 
and hoped that hauliers will not delay in offering further suitable 
vehicles. 

Mr. C. A. Birtchnell, the Head of the Road Transport Division 
of the Ministry, is in general charge of the scheme. He is assisted 
by Mr. C. Barrington and Mr. P. J. R. Tapp, Deputy Directors of 
Road Haulage.

BRITISH STANDARDS INSTITUTION 
WAR-TIME PACKAGING PROBLEMS 


The following has been taken from a Memorandum [CF(PAM) 
9486] issued by the Packaging Industry Committee of the 
British Standards Institution :— 

With the spread of the war the availability of the various 
materials used in packaging, such as tinplate, timber, paper 
and paper board, plastics, tin, lead, glass, etc., has steadily 
deteriorated, and it has now become necessary to examine care- 
fully the packaging of all commodites with a view to recom 
mending the elimination of packaging materials of all sorts 
wherever possible and recommending the most economic sizes 
for the balance that must be packed. We are row at a stage in 
the war where we have got to go down to the barest minimum 
and have indeed reached the level when the availability of 
packaging material may be the deciding factor as to whether 
certain commodities are made. 

A Packaging Sub-Committee, under the Chairmanship of 
Lord Burghley, has been charged with the task of making 
recommendations to the Materials Committee of the Production 
Executive on the types and sizes of ccntainers to be used. On 














the instructions of this Sub-Committee the British Standards 
Institution has set up committees, representative of the packers, 
the container manufacturers and the distributive trades in each 
section of the pre-packed goods trade to formulate proposals 
for their consideration, The situation calls for a complete 
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sacrifice of the personal interests of all parties, and consideration 
of the problem in each trade from the point of view of the nation 
at war. The various Committees have been instructed to take 
into account in their deliberations the possibility of economising 
in labour and manufacturing capacity at every stage in produc- 
tion, in transport and distribution and in retailing. The problems 
can be summarised as follows :— 


(1) Is the commodity essential, is it in short supply or is it subject 
to any such statutory restriction as limitation of supply ? 
(2) Is pre-packing necessary, and if so :— 

(a) What is the minimum range of pre-packed sizes that will 
suffice to meet barely the public demand or rather the 
public’s minimum need ? 

(6) What is the largest minimum size practicable, the size being 
governed to some extent in the case of those materials in 
short supply by the necessity of securing as widespread a 
coverage of the public as possible ? 

(c) What is the most economical packing material? and 

(d) What is the smallest amount of packaging material that is 
required for each size ? 


Over 100 trade committees have been formed and detailed 
recommendations are in process of being submitted to the 
Burghley Committee. 

The public must, therefore, expect some inconvenience in not 
always being able to get the sizes and type of container to which 
they are accustomed. They must also be prepared for some 
falling off in its appearance, but these changes do not imply 
change in the quality of the packed goods. 

The Packaging Industry Committee of the British Standards 
Institution, under which this work is grouped, is completely 
representative of the container making industries and includes 
representatives of the packers in the principal trades concerned 
with pre-packed goods.

THe Controu oF Imports ORDER, 1941 

IN EXERCISE of the powers conferred upon him by Regula 
tion 46 of the Defence Regulations, 1939, His Excellency the 
Governor hereby makes the following Order :— 

1. This Order may be cited as the Control of Imports Order, 
1941. 

2. The importation into the Colony of all goods is prohibited 
except in accordance witb a licence granted by the Commis- 
sioner of Customs: 

Provided that no such licenve shall be required in respe:t of 
the importation of the following goods :— 

(a) Goods imported in transit or for transhipment ; 

‘b) Goods admitted free under Item 163 of the Schedule to 
the Customs Tariff Ordinance, 1930 ; 

(c) Bone fide baggage as defined in Item 148 of the Schedule 
to the Customs Tariff Ordinance, 1930; 

(d) Commerical travellers’ samples ; 

‘e) Goods imported Ly parcel post on proof to the satisfac- 
tion of the Commissioner of Customs that they are 
bma fide unsolicited gifts and not for resale. 

3. Nothing in this Order shall apply to goods imported from 
any territory with which the Governor has entered into an agree- 
ment in accordance with section 263 of the Customs Management 
Crainance, 1926, if such guods— 

(a) are grown, produced or manufsctured in any such 
territory ; or 

(£) having been imported into any such territory, have 
been cleared from Customs control in such territory 
before transfer to the Colony. 

4. No person to whom an import licence has been granted may 
transfer such licence, or any part thereof, except with the written 
authority of the Commissioner of Customs. 

5. An Import Licence granted by any competent import 
control authcrity appointed by the Government of the Tan- 
ganyika Territory or by the Government of the Uganda Pro- 
tectozate shall have the same force and validity in respect: of 
the importation into the Colony of the goods covered by such 
licence as if such livence had been granted by the Commissioner 
of Customs of the Colony. 

6. Application for a licence to import any goods shall be made 
in Fcrm A of the Schedule to this Order, or ia any other form 
approved by the Commissioner of Customs. 

7. Every licence to import shal] be in Form B of the Schedule 
to this Order, cr in any other furm approved hy the Commissionex 
of Customs, and such licence must be produced with the Customs 
import entry at the time and place of first importation of the 
goods. 

8. The Commissioner of Customs may refuse to grant an 
import licence or may grant a licence to such an extent or subject 
to such conditions as he may think fit, or may cancel any licence 
already issued, without assigning any reason.

9. As regards goods on and after the Ist day of February 
1940, shipped from any country in Europe, other than Great 
Britain, Northern Ireland and Eire, the Commissioner of Customs 
shall not grant an import licence unless and until there is pro- 
vided to him a valid certificate substantially in Form C of the 
Schedule to this Order and issued in the country of origin of the 
goods in respect of which application is made for an import 
licence.

With reference to the notice in the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 29 June 1939 (pages 938-939) regarding the rebate or refund 
of Customs duties on certain goods for manufacturing purposes,
